S.R.O. 1784. — Whereas India Is a party to the Torquay Protocol to the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade dated the 21st April 1951; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), the Central Government hereby directs that, 
with effect from the 17th November 1961, 

(1) the articles specified in the third column of the First Schedule hereto 

annexed shall be exempt from so much of the customs duty leviable 
thereon under the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1934), as Is in 
excess of the rates specified in the fourth column of the said 
Schedule; and 

(2) the articles specified in the third column of the Second Schedule hereto 

annexed shall be exemot from the additional duties of Customs levi- 
able thereon under section 5 of the Finance Act, 1951 (XXIII of 1951), 
to the extent specified In the fourth column thereof, the resultant 
duties being as specified in the fifth column of the said Schedule,
